ROAD ISSUES ULTIMATUM 


Witr the coming of dawn Sunday 


morning the freight movement through 
New Oxford on the Western Maryland 
lines was paralyzed. 
Since Saturday 


night not a wheel has turned on this 
division for the movement of freight. 
A number of trainmen at Gettysburg 
and Hanover have joined the strike. 
Baltimore and Hagerstown yards are 
completely tied up. Passenger trains 
continue as per schedule. No freight 
of any kind is now being received here 
by this road. The situation on other 
railroads, altjio bad. is not so serious. 
Local industries which have had their 
freight shipmentiTbloeked for the past 
week because of the strike are now 
absolutely shut oft' from shipping and 
incoming freight on the Western Mary- 
land, and unless the situation soon 
lears. business will be at a standstill. 


Road builders in the county are re- 
ported hard hit, being unable t,o secure 
necessary supplies. It is said the 
strike was not ordered but that the 
•men were tired waiting for a wage 
adjustment. 


An official order issued by M. C. 


Byers. president of the road, sets forth 
that the men who have absented them- 
selves from their duties must report, 
before S a. m. on July 2 next or they 
will be dropped from the company's 
service, with loso of back pay to be 
awarded by the U. S. Labor Board on 
July 20th, retroactive to May 1st. This 
action may break the strike, it is thhot.

Jefferson 
Ever 


Friend of Liberty 
and the Enemy 
of All Forms qf 
§ Despotism 


By ROBERTUS LOVE. 


The Father of His Country was 


George Washington, but the Father of 
the Fourth of July was Thomas Jeffer- 
son. Jefferson wrote the Declaration 
of Independence, which was adopted 
and signed on the fourth day of July, 
1776. 
Forever thereafter that day 


was and will be "the Glorious Fourth." 
The Declaration of Independence was- 
a special plea for the rights of the m- 
diMdual., The whole life of Thomas 
Jefferson was a protest against the 
old-time tyranny which sought to limit 
the development and action of indi- 
vidual man. Jefferson loved liberty 
and despised despotism. He was the 
principal pioneer of democracy in all 
the world. On this account all that 
he did and said and wrote, his man- 
ner of living and working, his home 
and hi* surroundings, are of interest 
to the world. 


So far as real human interest goes, 


the home of Jefferson was and is more 
fruitful of entertaining anecdote and 
reminiscence than the home of Wash- 
ington. Both homes are in Virginia. 
Jefferson's home, which he called Mon- 
ticello divided with Mount Vernon the 
reverence and homage of Americans 
who have- inherited the priceless bless- 
ings of Republican government for 
which Washington fought with his 
sword and Jefferson with his pen. 


Sacred to Lovers of Liberty. 


Monticello 
is 
one 
of 
America's 


shrines 
of pilgrimage. 
The 
house, 


shown below, is tliree miles from the 
town of Charlottesville. Alherrnarle 


countj, 113 miles from Washington. 
Fewer persons MSI*- it, because it is 
much more remote from the main-trav- 
eled roads than i« Mount Vernon, al-_ 
most w ithin sight of the national cap- 
ital. 


At Monticello Jefferson lived nearly 


sixty jears. Within a stone's throw 
he spent his entire life, for he was 
born on the estate, and though ho was 
absent for several years in France 
as. American minister, and for 
eiffht 


years as 
president of the United 


States, and also in the occupancy of 
other offices, that was always his home. 
He loved it above all other spots on 
earth, from the cradle to the grave. 
There was rocked his cradle and thc.-o 
his grav e was made, when after S3 
jears of labor for the rights- of man 
lie died on the Fourth of July, exactly 
30 vears after the signing of the Dec- 
laration ot Independence. It was giv- 
en to him to experience half a cen- 
tury of the fimts of his own efforts 
toward a more equitable form of gov- 
ernment, something new to human so- 
ciety. 


History of Monticello.s 


In 17C9 Jefferson began the con,- 


ttruetion of his mansion on the moun- 
tain above Charlottesville. 
On New- 


Year's day of 1772 he took thither his 
bride, 
the beautiful young Widow 


Skelton, 
whose husband, 
Bathurst 


Skelton, had died when she was in her 
nineteenth year, leaving her a consid- 
erable fortune. She was about twen- 
ty-three when Jefferson married her. 
Mrs. Jefferson was a singularly beau- 
tiful woman, witlt auburn 
hair 
to 


match the red locks of her famous 
husband. 
She lived only about ten 


years after her second marriage. 
Jef- 


ferson never took another wife. His 
daughter was the" mistress of Monti- 
cello and likewise the mistress of the 
Executive Mansion when 
Jefferson 


was president of the United States. 
Jefferson survived his wife 44 years. 


For the last 50 years of his life Jef- 


ferson was hopelessly insolvent. From 
time to tune his precious estate and 
home were in imminent danger of being 
sole1 <mv h s head. 
His debts were 


due to \arior.s causes. For one thing, 
he put his name on notes for friends 
and was held responsible for large 
sums. Then he was an extravagant 
entertainer. His house was perhaps 
the most commodious and manorlike in 
America. He was famous in two con- 
tinents. 
Every person of distinction 


who came from Eurooe to '-'«.t the 


United States made Monticcllo his 
chief obiecme point. He must see 
"the Sage." It cost the Sage money, 
of course. 


The chambers occupied bv Mr. and

The 28-inch gang plow is a somewhat 
heavier load for six horses, the most 
popular-sized team used In the fall, 
than is the 16-inch sulky for four 
horses, but is a lighter load than the 
16-inch sulky for three horses. 


As far as man labor is concerned, 
the gang plow drawn by six horses Is, 
of course, the most efficient unit both 
in the »prlng and fall, but when horse 
labor as well as man labor is con­ 
sidered, it is seen that the advantage 
of this largest unit is somewhat less­ 
ened.

Until five years ago the battle of 
Ridgefield was unmarked and existed 
only on one of the seldom-looked-at 
pages in the histories, though the an- 
cient 
and 
well'Condltioned 
hickory 
tree designated the graves. And by it 
Miss Mary O^lcott reckoned where to 
place the mo'nuiuent. 


\\hQn this Lattie was fought most 
of the inen of military ago were a^vay 
with AVashlngton. Lafayette and other 
generals. 
They had no home guard 
such as parade in full rig about the 
station grounds of a Friday afternoon. 
Indeed some historians say that most 
of the six hundred wei-e men s#vking 
adventure under Benedict Arnold. For 
he was tJjen a popular hero, and he 
directed the principal defense against 
tho British. 


No one has ever known the names 
of the Eight Piiti'iots. 
And perhaps 
some English mother in 1777 won-' 
dered at just what spot In the wilder- 
ness somewhere in America they had 
burled her boy. 
The British were all 
buried in one gi'ave, the Americans In 
anotJier, 
The tablet pays equal honor 
to each. 
And it is placed only "For 
the Strengthening of Hearts." 


On that Sunday morning In April, 
1777, the Ci>lonlsts needed some defl- 
nlte sign of success Jn their stryggle 
with the cneiuy and with the stubborn 
wilderness from which they had to 
hew their homes. 
Indeed it was but 
three years afterwai'd that AVashing- 
ton 
was 
inquiring 
whom 
he 
could 
trust. 


not get through until they sent Gen- 
eral Agnew around with 200 men and 
attacked the Americans from the rear 
Arnold gave orders to his men to re- 
treat. 
Aided 
by 
General 
Bell, ha 
fought on until his horse was shot 
His foot became entangled in the stir 
rup and a Tory rushed up. 


"You are my prisoner!" he yelled. 
"Not yet," Arnold said. 
He shot the 
man dead, remarking that one live 
soldier was worth ten doiitl ones. 
He 
then ran to Israel 
I^Unam's camp, 
now Putnam park, tv/elve miles awny. 
after astonishing tho British by his 
reckless courage. 


Tho British marched on up the vil- 
lage streets, which are now as they 
were then. 
But the wounded of both 
sides were taken 
into Miss 
Sarah 
Sitebhins' house and tenderly 
cared 
for. Her house stood near A\here Miss 
Mai'y 01cott*s does now, and the old 
buttery door, pierced by many shots 
and a cannon ball, is at the Olcott 
house. 
The soldiers who died on the 
field or of their wounds were the ones 
to whom the stone was raised. 


Tvyon knew that he was^not popular 
with the most of the Ridgefield vil- 
lagers, so he plundered a good many 
of them, taking everything they had. 
and they had to ai^peal to the general 
assembly 
for help. 
His 
men 
also 
burned the Keeler grist mill and set 
fire to several houses.

that he was a dead man; that he was 
killed. 
I5ut like all who make such 
spirited declarations of their death he 
was unhurt and ran away to hide with 
tlie rest. 


For a 
long time after 1777 the 
ICeeler tavern was kept and continued 
In fxwuv with travelers. 
Washington 
and Lafayette are supposed to have 
stayed there, though there Is notliing 
to prove it. 
llowx>ver, for one old 
house it has distinction enough, for 
certainly Pickering. Comte doKocham- 
beau, 
due 
tie Laucun-I5iron, 
Oliver 
Wolcoti 
and 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
TreadweJI, 
albo 
Jerome 
Bonapartf, 
did enjoy its hospitality. 


Altogether the old tavern's fortunes 
are ^enviable. 
For it is now where 
Cass Gilbert, the architect, spends hU 
summers. 
It Is called "Cannon Bali 
house," and

main part

changed., even to Ihe partition on the 
second floor which they used to put 
up to make a large ballroom. A wing 
is added in the rear and a fountain 
fronj Gilbert's hand makes more beau 
tiful the end of that flue old street.

The Father 
of His Country w^as 
George "Washington, but the Father of 
the Fourth of July was Thomas-Jeffer- 
son. Jefferson wrote the Declaration 
of Independence, which was adopted 
and signed on the fourth day of July. 
1776. 
Forever thereafter that day 
was and will be "the Glorious Fourth." 
The Declaration of Independence was 
a special plea for the rights of the in- 
dividual., 
The whole life of Thomas 
It^erson was a protest against the 
old-time tyranny which sought to limit 
the development and action of indi- 
vidual man. 
Jefferson loved 
liberty 
and despised despotism. 
He was the 
principal pioneer of democracy In all 
the world. 
On this account all that 
he did and said and wrote, his man- 
ner of living and working, his home 
and hii^ surroundings, are of interest 
to the world. 


So far ns real human interest goes, 
the home of JeiTerson was and is more 
fruitful of entertaining anecdote and 
reminiscence than the home of Wash- 
ington. 
13oih homes are in Virginia, 
Jefferson's honie. which he called Mour 
ticello divided with Mount Vernon the 
reverence and homage of Americans 
who have Inheriteu the priceless bless- 
ings of 
Ilepublican government 
for 
which 
Washington 
fougljt with 
hfo 
sword and Jefferson with his pep. 


Sacred to Lovers of Liberty, 


Monticello 
Is 
one 
of 
America's 
shrines 
of 
pilgrimage. 
The 
house, 
sliown below. Is tl^ree miles from the 
town 
of 
Charlottesville, 
Albermavle 


county, 115 miles from Washington. 
Fewer persons visit it, because it is 
much more remoio from the main-trav- 
eled roads than is Mount Vernon, al-^ 
most within sight of the national cap-' 
ital. 


At Monticello Jefferson lived nearly 
sixty years. 
Within a stone's throw 
he spent his entire life, for he was 
born on the estate, and though he was 
absent for several years in France 
as American minister, and for eight 
years 
as 
president* of 
the 
United 
States, and also in the occupancy of 
other offices, that was always his home. 
He loved it above all other spots on 
earth, from the cradle to the grave. 
There was rocked his cradle and there 
his gi^pve was made^ when after S3 
years of labor for the rights of man 
he died on tho Fourtla of July, exactly 
50 years after the signing of the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 
It was giv- 
en to him to experience half a cen- 
tury of the fruits of his own efforts 
toward a more equitable form of gov- 
ernment, something new to human so- 
ciety. 


History of Monticello. 


In 17G9 Jefferson began the coi;- 
struction of his mansion on the moun- 
tain above Charlottesville. 
On New 
Year's day of 1772 he took thither his 
bride, 
the 
beautiful 
young 
Widow 
Skelton. 
whose 
husband. 
Bathurst 
Skelton. had died when she was in her 
nineteenth year, leaving her a consid- 
erable fortune. 
She was about twen- 
ty-three when Jefferson married her. 
Mrs, Jefferson was a singularly beau- 
tiful woman, witli* auburn 
hair 
to 
match the red locks of her famous 
husband. 
She lived only about ten 
years after her second marriage. 
Jef- 
ferson never took another wife. 
His 
daughter was thC mistress of Monti- 
cello and likewise the mistress of the 
Executive 
JIansion 
when 
Jefferson 
was president of the United 
States. 
Jefferson survived his wife 44 years. 


For the last 50 years of his life Jef- 
ferson was hopelessly Insolvent. From 
time to time his precious estate and 
home were In imminent danger of being 
sold wvi»r h:s head. 
His debts were 
due to various causes. 
For one thing, 
he put his name on notes for friends 
and was held responsible for large 
sums. Then he was an extravagant 
entertainer. 
His liouse was perhaps 
the most commodious and manorlike In 
America. 
He w^as famous in two con- 
tinents. 
Every pej'son of distinction 
who came from Euroue to visit the 


United 
States 
made 
Monticello 
his 
chief objective point. 
He must 
see 
"the Sage." 
It cost the Sage ifoney, 
of 
course. 


The chambers occupied by Mi\ and 
Mrs. Jefferson are most 
interesting. 
Jefferson, a radical in ail things, a 
progressive in an age that was not 
particularly pi'ogressive, had ideas of 
his own with regard to household fui'- 
niture. Heretofore people had slept in 
massive, cumbersome beds, with great 
posts or frames at the foot and head. 
Jefferson changed 
this, 'for himself 
and wife. 
He built two I'ooms, con- 
nected by a wide archway. 
In this 
archway he placed the Jeffersonian 
bed. which was merely a large couch 
of simple design, minus the unneces- 
sary foot and head work. 
The bed 
closed up the archway, there being no 
other communication between the two 
rooms. 
In one of the chambers Mrs, 
Jefferson made her boudoir. 
In tho 
other Thomas Jefferson studied and 
wrote. When Mrs. Jefferson was ready 
to retire she disrobed in her boudoir 
and climbed Into the bed from her 
side. 
When Mr, Jefferson sought tho 
refreshment of Morpheus he disrobed 
in his study and climbed into the bed 
from his side. 
It was all very handy.

T-'he epitaph on the original monu- 
ment over Jefferson's grave was writ- 
ten by Jefferson himself. 
It reads; 


**IIere was buried Thomas Jeffenson, 
author of the Declaration 
of 
Inde- 
pendence. of the Statute of Virginia 
for Religious Freedom, and Fatlier of 
the University of Virginia." 


It thus appears that Jefferson was 
more proud of these three achieve- 
ments than of being president of the 
United States, as he does not even 
mention the latter distinction. 


From a hilltop near Monticello one 
may see the birthplaces of three men 
whose work and wisdom added to the 
United States nearly one-half of Its 
present 
territory 
on this 
continent. 
These 
men 
were 
Jefferson, 
George 
Rogers Clark and Mej'lwether Lewis, 
Through the efforts of Clark the staters 
of Ohio, Indiana. Illinois, V/lsconsIn 
and part of Michigan were added to 
our domain. 
Meriwether Lewis, with 
a younger brother of George Rogers 
Clark, was ^^nt by Jefferson on the fa- 
mous trip of .exploration and discov» 
ery which, many years later, resulted 
in giving Uncle Sam Jitle to the Pa* 
clfic Norxhwest.

Interior of Famous Church of St. So- 
phia Greatly Impressed Noted 
English Divine. 


Dr. Norman Macleod, chaplain 
to 
Queen 
Victoria, 
and 
the editor 
of 
"Good Words" from ISfiO to 1S72, vis- 
ited Constantinople in 1S6G and writes 
of his visit in that magazine. He says 
of the church of St. Sophia that he 
saw nothing iniposing in its massive 
exterior, which gives the impression 
simply of vast size, but its interior, in 
spite of the decay of its minute de- 
tails and the absence of all furniture. 
In accordance with the simplicity of 
Moslem worship. Is one of the grand- 
est and most stately In the world. The 
pillars of porphyry and marble, some 
of which once belonged in all proba- 
bility to the temple of Diana at Ephe- 
sus. the roof of mosaic, greatly de- 
faced, It Is true, but yet as a whole 
retaining mu;ih of its ancient splen- 
dor. the vast galleries formerly occu- 
pied by women only, impressed him 
deeply. 
He mentions the noble space 
afforded for worshipers on the floor, 
and says that 30,000 people could be 
accommodated within the walls.

would be a grand church to preach in," 
he adds. 
His Moslem guide pointed 
out what he called a large portrait of 
ConsiantiJie in mosaics, but 
white- 
washed over so as to be but dimly per- 
ceived. 
"It Is not unlike the picture 
by Chwbuo in St. Mark's In Venice; 
it seems to keep possession of the 
church through all changes."
